The results have shown that 
these factors do have an influence on efficiency, 
and that certain rhythms 
prevail. If 
a largo 


group of people is tested throughout one day al- 
most all are found to reach the peak of mental 
ability at about the same hour, and if the tests 
are repeated over ci long period of time the ten- 
dency of the efficiency curve to follow the same 
course each day is stiil more apparent. 


The interesting fact shown by such tests is that 


comparatively few people^arc at their best when 
they think they arc. College students askefl by 
Professor Arthur Gates to tell at what hour they 
could study best showed a decided preference for 
S'and 9 o'clock. 
Comparatively few .chose 10 or 


11 in the morning, at which time, according to 
scientific tests, the peak oC mental efficiency is 
attained. 
And very few. Dr. Gates says, appre- 


ciated the efficiency of the afternoon hours, no- 
ticeably 3 o'clock. 


His conclusion is that "one's subjective feelings 


with regard to the time of greatest efficiency are 
not reliable indications of real efficiency.
